He was known in New Orleans 
for his numerous official visits to 
the St. Aloysius High School. 

Brother Albertinus, whose given 
name was wabriel Juge, was born 
m St Julien Chapteui!, France 
in 1879. He entered the congr-- 
zgati-n in September 1893, and 
əronounced his first vows in 1897. 
[n 1902, he came to the United 
States, and took his final vows 
in Metuchen that same year. 

From 1903 to 1912, Brother Al- 
bertinus taught in Metuchen, Man- 
sura, La., and Mobile, Ala. In 1912 
he was named Master of Novices, 
holding the office until 1922 when 
he was chosen provincial of the 
United States Province. Nine 
years later in 1931 he was elect 
ed assistant to the superior gen- 
eral and in 1937 he was select- 
ed superior general. 

Brother Albertinus is generally 
credited with spreading the name 
and the works of the Brothers of 
the Sacred Heart throughout the 
whole world, establishing new 
missions, and increasing the 
number of foundations in pro- 
vinces already flourishing.

Below Last Year's Count 


Mississippi traffic deaths are 
below last year's count. 

This report from Public Safety 
Commissioner Tom  Scarbrough, 
coming in 1959’s eleventh hour, 
may mean that highway fatalities 
will be reduced this year. How- 
ever, the Highway Patrol head 
cautions Mississippians that the 
month of December brings addi- 
tional driving hazards. 

The January through November 
road toll reached 480 killled, 5 
deaths behind last years's 485 vic- 
tim count. This margin of de- 
crease could be easily erased by a 
single multiple-fatality smashup, 
and Commissioner Scarbrough 
points out that this type collision 
is common during the Yuletide 
season. 

To insure maximum  motoring 
safety during December the High- 
way Patrol recommends -that the 
following three cardinal rules of 
December driving be observed 

1. Do not drive while drink- 
ing intoxicating liquors 

2. Do not drive too fast for 
existing weather or road condi- 
tions. 

3. Do not follow too closely. 

These three safety violations 
are common in December traf- 
fic accidents. The Patrol states 
that an astounding number of 
drivers involved in December ac- 
cidents during recent years had 
been drinking. Excessive speed is 
also a consistent December kill- 
er, while rear end collisions caus- 
ed by following too closely in con-
